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MARKET  REVIEW 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  "by  all  primary  distributors 
totaled  2, 910 3 000  short  tons,  raw  value,  at  the  end  of  March,  according 
to  preliminary  reports.     Stocks  have  never  before  been  reported  this 
high  at  the  end  of  March.    On  March  31?  197^?  they  were  reported  at 
2,5-93,000  tons,  i+17,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  March  this  year, 
luring  March  1975?    total,  stocks  decreased  60,000  tons  from  a  month  earlier 
when  they  were  2,970,000  tons. 

Cane  sugar  refiners'  total  stocks  increased  from  879?°00  tons  on 
Feb.  28,  1975,  to  905,000  tons  on  March  29,  1975?  for  an  increase  of  26,000 
tons.    AL though  their  stocks  of  refined  sugar  decreased  21,000  tons  during 
March,  their  raw  sugar  stocks  increased  V7,000  tons  which  gave  the  cane 
sugar  refiners  a  net  increase  in  stocks  for  the  month.    The  stocks  of 
mainland  cane  processors  were  550,000  tons  at  the  end  of  March,  an  increase 
of  37,000  tons  over  the  preceding  month  and  158,000  tons  more  than  they 
were  at  the  end  of  March  last  year.    At  the  end  of  March,  beet  processors' 
stocks  were  1,^55,000  tons,  122,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  but 
192,000  tons  more  than  they  were  last  year. 

As  indicated  by  the  decrease  in  stocks,  distribution  has  increased 
slightly.    Distribution  for  the  week  ending  April  12  totaled  192,000  tons, 
raw  value.    This  compared  with  172,000  tons  delivered  a  week  earlier  and 
168,000  tons  delivered  during  the  week  ending  April  13,  197^-. 

According  to  preliminary  reports,  distribution  through  April  12,  1975, 
totaled  2, 039? 000  short  tons  compared  with  3?060,000  tons  and  2,927,000 
tons,  respectively,  delivered  through  April  12,  197^  and  1973.  However, 
at  year- end  197^+  there  were  8,000  tons  of  sugar  constructively  delivered, 
i.e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December,  but  physically  delivered 
in  January  and  February  of  the  following  year.    Constructive  deliveries 
totaled  6,000  tons  in  1973  and  130,000  tons  in  1972.    Therefore,  physical 
deliveries  through  April  12,  1975?  totaled  2,0^7,000  tons,  compared  with 
3,066,000  tons  and  3? 05 7? 000  tons,  respectively,  through  April  12,  197^ 
and  1973. 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of  destination  totaled  19,765,000 
hundredweight  during  January  and  February  of  1975?  down  h2  percent  from 
those  two  months  of  197^  •    Reported  deliveries  were  down  in  all  of  the  five 
geographical  regions  with  the  West  down  the  most —  51.7  percent,  followed 
by  decreases  of  J+9,3  percent  for  New  England,  i+6 . 5  percent  for  the  Mid- 
Atlantic,  k20k  percent  for  the  North  Central  and  kl.l  percent  for  the  South. 

Decreased  deliveries  were  reported  in  all  states  during  January-February 
1975  as  compared  with  those  months  of  197^.    Thirty- five  states  had  decreases 
of  100,000  hundredweight  or  more  and  nine  had  decreases  of  more  than  500,000 
hundredweight.    California  had  the  largest  decrease — 1,^+85,000  hundredweight, 
followed  by  Illinois  1, ¥+3,000,  Pennsylvania  1,076,000  and  New  York 
1,019,000. 
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The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to 
New  York  (No.  10  bulk  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange) 
averaged  28.52  cents  per  pound  during  March,  down  from  36.07  cents  in 
February,  but  up  57  percent  from  18.11  cents  in  March  of  last  year.  With 
very  little  business  being  transacted  in  the  domestic  market,  the  spot 
price  is  being  set  on  tone  and  tends  to  reflect  changes  in  the  futures 
market  of  the  No.  11  World  Contract  where  most  of  the  business  is  being 
done. 

The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  reached  a  low  of  25.00  cents  on  April  7? 
a  drop  of  39.50  cents  from  the  high  of  61+. 50  cents  on  Nov.  20,  197^. 
During  April  the  price  has  ranged  between  25.00  cents  on  April  7  and 
28.50  cents  on  April  21  with  changes  occuring  daily.    The  April  1-23  average,. 
was  26.91  cents  compared  with  18.85  cents  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  spot  price  for  world  bulk  raw  sugar  (No.  11  Contract  of  the 
New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange),  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean 
ports,  averaged  26. 50  cents  per  pound  during  March.     This  is  down  from 
33.72  cents  in  February,  but  it  is  25  percent  above  the  average  for  March 
197k  of  21.27  cents. 

During  April  the  world  price  has  fluctuated  between  a  low  of  23.00 
cents  on  April  k  and  7  and  a  high  of  26. 50  cents  on  April  21.    For  the 
period  April  1-23  it  averaged  2I+.85  cents  as  compared  with  21.1+1  cents  for 
the  same  period  last  year. 

The  -wholesale  price  quotation  for  refined  cane  and  beet  sugar  has  re- 
mained unchanged  for  several  weeks.     Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations 
for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  100-pound  bags  and  in  bulk,  by  regions. 
Significant  variations  of  actual  price  from  the  quoted  price  may  be  found 
in  certain  regions,  reflecting  competitive  discounts.

The 
decreases  were:     the  West  51.7  percent,  the  New  England  49.3  percent, 
the  Mid-Atlantic  46.5  percent,  the  North  Central  42.4  percent  and  the 
South  41.1  percent.
